Ireland was nes eertainly not in any degree to be eompared 
with Chatterton;but this is not the question. 

Haeh of them pretended to have found some old original MSS., 
and no doubt the idea of "forgery" and wrong—doing in any 
serious sense had never been intended — probably sueh a view 
of the aet had never erogsed their minds.But having done it, 
and found the effeet surpass all they had antieipated,they 
were afraid at onee to eonfess the truth,and allowed themselves 
to be earried on with the foree of cireumstances they had in 
some sort innoeently ereated,But one has been forgiven and 
admired;the other was perseeuted or held in odium through life, 
and has not been forgiven in his grave, 

Why this odium has been attaehed only to young Ireland 
is quite explieable,as it seems to me.In the ease of Chatterton, 
men of distinetion did not peril their judgments nor hotly 
enter into eontests;and the malaneholly suicide of the poor 
young poet ,together with his undoubted genius ,disarmed all 
khostility,and has east a pathetie interest over his memory. 

But young Ireland was said to have "Laken in " some of the 

first men of the day (ie they took themselves in,ey pretending 
to a judgnent which they did not possess) ,and a nes eontest 
ensued — Dr.Parr,the great Greek Scho lar,heading the enthu—
